Psychosurgèry, the h ig h l:ÿ 
technologized version of the. lo­ 
botomies of the ’50s, wherein a 
portion of supposedly damaged 
brain is surgically removed to 
cure violence or aggressiôn, has 
come under attack by iieputable 
men,in many fields of medicifte, 
including surgery. 


Neyertheléss, the concept of 
some ismall, neat, and remoya- 


ble , physical. cau§e of violence 
appeals to iriahy ¿eopie. 


Recently, one of iiJBG Televi­ 
sion’s' ^most Widely .watched 
shows, ‘‘Marcus Welby> M.D,r’ 
was devot^ to a rather sugar- 
coated version of psycKosur- 
gery. A television show ¿ttighit 
not necessarily mean much, but 
the piroducers of this show have 
long, been among: the most as- 
tute^in the business at predict­ 


ing what controversial medical 
concepts áre going to grow iri 
popularity. If they think audi­ 
ences are ready for psychosiir- 
gery, they may be.- And there is 
some element oí. self-fulfilling 
prophecy working there, be­ 
cause the show is not only popu­ 
lar but well-respected. 


In the case'of psychosurgeiy, 
this, is probably unfortunate. As 
Dr. Breggin points out, the tech­ 


nique was recently ‘‘totally dis­ 
credited” by the decision of 
thi-^e judges iri “ the Wayne 
County circuit c6urt of Michir 
gan,; who, after hearing testimo­ 
ny from both sides, and after 
reviewing the inedical literar 
ture, declared that “.There is ho 
knoW. medical, cause of viol­ 
ence,” . 


tioston U,n i y e r s i t y Law 
School’s Center for Law and 


Health, Sciences, held a sympos­ 
ium 01) psychosurgery recently, 
in wliich niost of the partici- 
pahfs indicated that psychosur­ 
gery, should either- be banned, 
or * be subject to strict legal 
controls.

One of these was Dr. Stephan 
Chorover, professor of psycholo­ 
gy and brain science at Massa­ 
chusetts Institute of Technolo­ 
gy, who deemed it “scientifi­ 


cally unjustifiable and hence 
improper to destroy a portion of 
the human br^n, because such 
surgeiy is in fact incapable, of 
altering specific aspects pf un­ 
desirable behavior without ;pro- 
ducmg a whole range of highly 
uiidersirable and often extreme­ 
ly disturbing side effects.” 


Those side effects range from 
the dulling and blunting of any 
and all human emotions in the 


patient, to deteriorating intellig­ 
ence, to out arid out obliteration 
of the functioning mind
